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BY-LAWS. 


NO.  302— A  ]3Y-LAW 

to  amend  a  By-law  numbered  270,  passed  25th  Tune,  A.D.  1876,  entitled  a  6y-' 
law  to  provide  for  the  duties  of  Poundkeepers,  Fenceviewers,  and  other  resi- 
dent persons  detaining  animals  trespassing,  and  for  fixing  and  determining- 
the  height  and  description  of  a  lawful  fence  in  the  Township  of  Raleigh. 

Passed  March  IGth,  A.D.  1877. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  make  provisions  for  restraining 
and  regulating  the  running  at  large  certain  deacriptioii  of  animals  and  to' 
provide  for  the  impounding  the  same,  and  for  causing  tliem  to  be  sold  in  case  they 
are  not  claimed  and  redeemed  Mathin  a  reasonable  time ;  or  in  case  of  damages, 
tines  and  expense  not  being  paid,  and  for  determining  the  compensation  to  be  al- 
lowed for  services  rendered  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  with  re- 
spect to  animals  impounded,  or  distrained  and  detained  in  the  possession  of  the 
distrainer,  and  for  tlie  guidance  of  Poundkeepers,  Femoviewers  and  other  resi- 
dent persona  detaining  animals  trespassing  contrary  to  the  provisions  hereinafter' 
provided,  and  for  fixing  and  determining  the  heiglit  and  description  of  a  lawful 
fence,  and  for  repealing  c^Hain  By-laWs  of  the  Township  of  Raleigh. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Cotrticil  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
Township  of  Raleigh,  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  the  Province  of  Ontario' 
respecting  Municipal  Institutions: 

1st.  That  the  following  description  of  animals  shall  not  be  allowed  to  run  at 
large  in  the  Township  of  Haleigh,  viz:  Horses,  mares,  colts,  fillies,  mules,  asses, 
and  swine,  and  all  four-footed  animals  known  to  be  breachy  or  to  leap  over,  throw 
down,  or  break  through  a  lawful  fence;  and  all  bulls  over  nine  months  old,  rams 
over  three  months  old,  whether  bona  fide  owned  in  the  Township  of  Raleigh  or 
not;  provided  that  all  cattle  and  sheep  not  owned  by  residents  of  Raleigh,  or  who 
rent  or  work  land  therein,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  run  at  large  in  sairi  Township" 
of  Raleigh. 

2nd.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  land  shall  be  responsible  for  a  y  damage 
or  damages  caused  by  any  animal  or  animals  under  his  charge  and  ki  oping  as 
though  such  were  his  own  property  ;  and  the  owner  of  any  animal  not  permitted 
to  run  at  large  by  this  By-law  shall  bo  liable  for  any  damage  aone  by  such  ani- 
mal, although  the  fence  enclosing  the  same  was  not  of  the  lieight  required  by  the 
third  clause  of  this  By-law. 

3rd.  That  all  rail  and  other  fences  within  the  Township  of  Raleigh  which  are 
four  feet  six  inches  high,  posted  or  locked,  staked  and  ridered,  or  locked  at  the 
corners,  the  distance  between  each  of  the  four  lower  rails  not  more  than  four  in- 
ches apart ;  and  that  any  perpendicular  palisade  fence,  the  spaces  between  the 
bars  of  which  are  not  more  than  four  inches  at  tlie  distance  of  two  feet  from  the 
ground,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  a  lawful  fence.  Provided  that  every  such 
Nuce,  which  shall  be  four  feet  six  inches  in  height,  shall  be  held  to  be  a  lawful  fence 
against  the  breach  of  horses,  mules,  colts,  fillies,  and  neat  cattle,  notwithstand- 
ing anything  relating  to  the  space  between  the  rails,  boards,  palisades,  or  pickets 
to  the  contrary. 

4th.  All  Poundkeepers  appointed  by  the  Council  of  this  Corporation  in  each  of 
the  respective  Rural  Road  Divisions  shall  impound  any  horse,  bull,  ox,  cow, 
•heep,  pig,  goat,  or  other  cattle,  distrained  for  unlawfully  running  at  large,  or  for 
trespassing  and  doing  damage,  delivored  to  him  for  that  purpose,  by  any  person 
tirho  has  distrained  the  same,  which  person  shall  at  the  time,  or  within  24  hours 
thereafter,  deliver  to  the  Poundkeeper  duplicate  statements  in  writing  of  his  de- 
mands against  the  owner  for  damages  (if  any)  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  done 
%iy  such  animal  or  animals,  exclusive  of  the  Poundage  fees;  and  shall  also  give

hit  writ^oii  aKroeinoiit,  with  »  surety  if  roquirotl  l>y  tlio  Pouiiilkccporii,  in  the  form 
foUowiuK.  «>r  in  words  to  tiio  same  ctt'oct:  "  I  (or  we,  aa  the  oase  may  be)  do 
hereby  agree  that  I  (ur  we)  will  pay  to  the  owner  of  the  (tloncribiiig  the  animal), 
by  me  (A..  B. )  this  day  impounded,  all  costs  to  which  the  said  owner  may  be  put 
in  case  the  distress  by  mo,  tho  said  A.  fi  proves  to  be  illegal^  (stating  the  reason 
why  the  animal  was  diatrainud,)"  Notices  of  the  impounding  and  sale  of  all  ani- 
mals shall  bo  given  by  tho  Poundkeeper  witliin  forty-eight  hours  after  impound- 
ing; but  no  pig  or  sheep  shall  be  sold  till  after  four  clear  days,  nor  any  horse  or 
other  cattle  tiU  after  ten  dear  daya  from  the  time  of  impounding  the  aame.  Pro- 
viding that  the  animal  or  animals  are  of  the  valuo  of  $10  or  over,  he  shall  also 
give  notice  of  the  sale  thereof  in  one  of  the  weekly  papers  printed  in  Chatham. 
Notices  may  be  written  or  printed,  and  shall  be  allixod  and  continued  for  the  time 
specitied  in  this  clause,  and  uhall  specify  the  time  and  place  at  wliich  the  animal 
or  animals  shall  be  publicly  sold,  if  no**  sooner  replevied  or  redeemed  by  the  own- 
er or  some  one  on  his  behalf,  paying  the  penalty  imposed  by  law  (if  any),  the  am- 
ount of  injury  (if  any),  claimed  or  decided  to  hav6  been  committed  by  any  animal 
or  animals  to  the  property  of  the  person  who  diistrained,  together  with  the  lawful 
fees  aud  charges  of  the  Poiindkeeper,  which  dhall  be  according  to  the  Schedule 
annexed  to  this  By-law. 

5th.  Every  Poundkeeper,  and  every  person  who  impounds,  confines,  or  causes 
to  be  impounded  or  confined,  any  animal  or  animals  in  any  common  pound,  or  in 
Any  open  or  enclosed  pound,  or  in  any  enclosed  place,  shall  daily  furnish  each  ani- 
mal with  good  and  suthcicnt  food,  water  and  shelter,  ducing  the  whole  time  such 
animal  continues  impounded  or  contined,  under  a  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  each 
twenty-four  hours  he  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  so  feed  and  shelter  the  same , 

6th.  The  value  or  allowance  of  fees  and  damages  as  aforesaid,  may  be  recovered 
with  costs,  by  summary  proceeding,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  within  whose 
jurisdiction  the  animal  was  impounded,  in  like  manner  as  fines,  penalties  and  for- 
feitures for  tho  breach  of  any  By-law  of  the  Municipality  may  by  law  be  recov- 
ered aud  enforced  by  a  single  Justice  of  the  Peace  ;  ahd  the  Justice  shall  ascer- 
tain and  determine  the  amount  of  such  value  and  ^owance,  when  not  otherwise 
fixed  by  law,  adhering  as  far  aa  practicable  to  the  tariff  of  the  Poundkeeper's  fees' 
and  charges  that  are  aurexed  to  this  By-law. 

7th.  If  the  owner  within  forty -eight  liours  after  the  delivery  of  snch  statements, 
as  provided  in  the  fourth  clause  of  this  By-law,  dispute  the  amount  of  damage  so 
claimed,  the  amount  shall  be  decided  by  the  majority  of  three  Fenceviewera  of 
the  Municipality — one  to  be  named  by  the  owner  of  the  animal,  and  one  by  the 
person  distraining  and  clainling  damages,  and  the  third  by  the  Poundkeeper. 

8th.  Such  Fenceviewera,  ot  any  two  of  thorn,  erhall,  within  six  hours  after  no- 
tice of  their  appointment,  view  the  ground  upon  which  the  animal  or  animals  were 
found  doing  damage,  and  shall  appraise  the  damage  committed,  aud  within  twen- 
ty-four hours  thereafter  deliver  to  the  Poundkeeper  a  written  statement,  signed 
by  at  least  two  of  them,  ot  their  appraisement  and  of  their  lawful  feea  and 
charges;  Provided  in  all  cases  the  fence  shall  be  lawful  against  animals  which  are 
free-commoners  ;  and  if  the  Fenceviewera  find  that  the  fence  is  not  lawful,  they 
shall  so  award,  and  the  person  impounding  the  animal  or  animals  shall  pay  the 
Poundkeeper  all  the  lawful  fees  and  charges. 

9th.  Any  Fenceviewer  neglecting  his  duty  as  arbitrator  as  aforesaid,  shall  incur 
a  penalty  of  two  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  summary  proceedings  before  any  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace,  upon  the  complaint  of  tlie  Poundkeeper  or  party  aggrieved. 

10th.  In  case  an  animal  be  not  redeemed,  the  Poundkeeper  shall,  before  any  sale 
takes  place,  go  before  some  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  make  an  afiidavit  that  he  has 
put  up  and  given  all  the  notices  required  by  this  By-lave,  which  shall  bo  publicly 
read  at  the  time  of  sale;  and  all  sums  over  and  above  the  lawful  fees  and  charges, 
if  not  called  for  by  the  owner  within  one  month,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Township. 

11th.  The  owner  of  any  geese  or  other  poultry  who  allows  or  suffers  the  same 
to  trespass  on  his  neighbors'  premises,  after  due  notice  in  writing  has  been  served 
upon  him  that  his  geese  or  other  poultry  have  been  trespassing  and  doing  damage, 
the  person  whose  premises  and  crops  have  been  damaged  shall  make  his  complaint 
to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  who  shall  have  power  to  try  aud  summarily  hear  th« 
dispute,  and  fine  and  award  damages  and  costs  as  to  him  may  seem  just,  not  ex- 
ceeding $20. 

12lh*  Every  Poundkeeper  shall,  on  or  before  the  I4th  day  of  December  in  each 
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your,  iiiakt!  a  n  turn  i<<  tlio  Tuwnshii)  ('Icrk  umb  r  Ibc  following  lirad*,  viz, :  Thil 
nauiu  of  tlio  peroon  taking  up  tbo  animal,  and  to  whom  dvlivored  ;  kindH  of  ani- 
mals inipoundud,  and  whether  sold  or  re<luunied  ;  giving  the  date  it  wan  put  in 
pound  and  doliverod  or  hoM  ;  thti  amount  of  feus  and  damages  paid  ;  alHo  t>ie  am- 
ount over  iiiid  above  such  fees  and  diimages  ;  whuro  the  animal  has  been  bold 
and  how  dis])t)Heil  of,  (on  a  form  to  be  supplied  by  the  Township  Clerk);  under  a 

Itenalty  of  tivu  dolliirs,  on  a  ouniplaint  to  bo  made  by  the  Township  Clerk  to  any 
ustiue  of  the  I'eiicu  having  jurisdiction  in  the  said  Township  of  Raleigh. 

13th.  I'',vcry  Hue,  penalty  oml  lawful  charge  imposed  by  this  By-law  may  be 
recoveieil  -.vith  costs  by  Humtiiary  conviotion,  under  the  Summary  Conviuiion  Act, 
before  liny  .hLitice  of  the  Puuco  in  tlie  jounty,  and,  in  default  of  payment,  the 
offender  ia;iy  bo  comniitteil  to  the  Common  Uaol  of  this  County,  there  to  be  im- 
prisono'l  at  luirJ  labor  for  any  time  in  tliu  dinm-etion  of  the  convicting  and  com- 
mitting Justice,  not  exceeding  fourteen  tlay?,  unless  such  tine,  penalty  and  lawful 
charge  and  cost  of  said  committal  Icj  ijooner  paid, 

The  following  clauses  uliall  apply  to  animals  distrained  by  residents  of  the 
Township  and  not  impounded  :  , 

14tli.  In  case  the  nnimnl  distrained  is  an  ox,  cow,  sheep,  goat,  or  otlur  cattle, 
for  straying  into  tliu  preiniseH,  anr.h  person,  instead  of  delivering  the  animal  or 
animals  to  a  I'oundkeeper,  may  retain  the  animal  or  animals  in  liis  own  posses- 
sion, providing  ho  makes  no  claim  for  damages  done  by  the  animal  or  animals, 
and  duly  gives  the  notices  lioroinafter  in  tliat  case  required  of  him. 

15th.  It  the  owner  is  known  to  him  he  shall  forthwith  give  to  the  owner  notice 
in  writing  of  having  taken  up  the  animal  or  animals.  If  the  owner  be  unkijown 
to  the  persou  taking  up  and  retaining  jiossessjon  of  the  animal  or  animals,  such 

gerson  shall,  within  forty-eight  honrrt,  ileliver  to  the  Municipal  Clerk  a  notice  of 
aving  taken  iq)  the  animal  or  animals,  and  containing  a  description  of  the  color, 
age  and  natural  and  artitieial  marks  of  the  animal  or  animals,  as  near  as  may  be. 

16tli.  'i'lio  Municipal  <.'Ierk,  on  receiving  this  notice,  shall  forthwith  enters 
copy  thereof  in  a  book  to  l)c  kept  by  hiru  for  that  purpose  ;  and  he  shall  post  the 
notice  lie  receives,  or  a  copy  thereof,  iu  some  conspicuous  place  on  or  near  the 
door  of  Ilia  office,  and  continue  the  same  so  posted  for  at  least  one  week,  unless 
the  animal  or  animals  is  sooner  claimed  by  tlio  owner. 

17th.  If  the  animal  or  any  number  of  animals  taken  up  at  the  same  time  be  of 
the  value  of  ten  dollars  or  more,  the  distrainer  sliall  cause  a  copy  of  the  notice  to 
be  published  in  the  Weekly  Chatham  Banner  or  Planet  newspaper,  and  to  be 
continued  therein  once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks.  If  t*ie  animal  is  a  goat 
or  sheep,  the  notices  for  tlie  sale  shall  not  be  given  for  one  month;  and  if  the  ani- 
mal is  an  ox,  cow,  or  other  cattle,  the  notices  shall  not  be  given  for  two  months 
after  the  animal  is  taken  up;  whicli  shall  be  given  for  three  clear  days,  in  at  least 
three  public  places  in  the  Township;  and  if  such  animal  or  animals  so  distrained, 
at  the  expiration  of  three  days  be  not  redeemed,  he  shall  get  one  of  the  Pound- 
keepers  to  sell  the  same,  who  shall  allow  all  lawful  fees  and  charges,  and  retain 
the  balance,  if  any,  to  be  applied  accoidinu  to  law. 

18th,  When  not  otherwise  provided,  every  pecuniary  penalty  recovered  before 
any  Justice  of  the  Peace  under  this  By-law  shall  be  paid  and  be  distributed  in 
the  following  manner: — One  moiety  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Corporation  for  the 
use  of  the  Municipality,  and  the  other  moiety  thereof,  with  the  full  costs,  to  the 
person  who  informed  and  prosecuted  for  the  same,  or  to  such  other  person  as  to 
the  .Justice  may  seem  proper. 

I9th.  That  all  By-laws  heretofore  made  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Town- 
ship of  Raleigh  inconsistent  with  this  By-law,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

NO.  305— A  BY-LAW 

To  authorize  the  raising  of  certain  sums  of   money  hereinafter  mentioned,    in 
the  Township  of  Raleigh,  to  meet  the  curient  cxpenuRB  of  the  year  1877. 

i^assed  the  IGth  July,  1877. 

WHEREAS  by  a  By-law  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  County  of  Kent  pas- 
sed in  the  June  Session  in  said  year  1877,  and  cntituled  "A  By-law  to  raise 
the  sum  of  $33,572,30  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  said  County  of  Kent  for 
the  current  year, " 

And  Whereas  the  Municipality  of  the  Township  of  Raleigh  is  required  to  raise 
the  sum  of  $3771  54,  as  their  portion  for  said  year  1877,  to  be  paid  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  said  County  of  Kent,  without  any  deduction,  on  or  before  the  14th  day 
of  December  next. 

And  Whereas  the  apportionment  of  the  Legislative  School  grant  for  the  said 
Township  of  Raleigh  for  the  year  1877,  according  to  notice  received  from  the 
County  Clerk,  is  the  sum  af  $486  00. 

And  Whereas  the  M  unicipality  of  the  Township  of  Raleigh  is  required  to  raise 
an  equal  sum  of  money  in  such  case  made  and  provided.

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Uu  at  therefore  onauted  by  the  Muniuipul  Couiiuil  uf  tiie  Corporation  of  the 
Township  of  Ualeiuh,  in  Council  assnmblud,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Act  ree* 
peotiug  Municipal  Institutions  of  the  Province  of  Ontario: 

1st.  That  there  shall  be  raised,  levuul  and  collected  upon  all  rateable  real  and 
personal  property  >■>  tho  TowuHhip  ot  tfnloigh,  the  sum  or  rate  of  2  4A-0U0th  mills 
on  overv  dollar  thereof  for  tlie  aforesaid  County  purposes;  th*  niim  or  rate  of  one 
4M)-10Uths  mills  on  every  dollar  thereof,  to  luuet  the  current  expenses  of  the  Town- 
■hip  for  the  year  1877;  tho  tiuui  of  .'i'2-lO()  parts  of  a  mill  on  every  dollar  thereof 
lor  the  aforesaid  Scliool  purposes  (except  on  the  j)r(>perty  of  oert£lu  Roman  Cath- 
olic supporters  of  Heparate  Schools);  the  sum  or  rate  of  One  Dollar  upon  the  owner 
or  harborcr  of  every  dug,  aiul  the  sum  or  rate  of  Two  Dollars  upon  the  owner  or 
harborer  of  every  bitch  entered  on  the  Assosument  UoU  for  the  current  year. 

2nd.  That  if  the  above  sums  of  money  so  raised  and  collected  bv  the  said  rates 
shall  exceed  in  any  case  the  amounts  so  recjuirod  for  the  otoresaid  purposes  res- 
pectively, the  Treasurer  of  this  Corporutioii  shall  pass  such  excess  to  any  deHoieuoy 
that  may  arise  to  any  or  either  of  the  mentioned  purposes  of  this  Hy-law  ;  and  if 
no  such  deficiency  shall  happen,  then  all  such  excess  (if  any)  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Treasurer  and  appropriated  to  tlie  general  purposes  of  the  Township,  under  the 
.direction  and  control  of  the  Council  thereof,  as  all  the  moneys  are  that  may  oome 
into  his  hands. 

3rd.  That  the  Clerk  of  this  Corporation  is  hereby  re([uired  to  levy  a  special  rate 
over  and  above  all  other  rates,  against  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  anv  School 
Section  within  this  Municipality,  on  the  request  of  the  Trustees,  who  shall  furnish 
him  on  or  before  the  Hrst  meeting  of  the  month  of  August  with  a  written  statement 
signed  by  such  Trustees,  of  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  for  Common  School
